To neutralize the action of an 
} unknown poison, when there is no 
| means of finding out, give caleined 
| magnesia, powdered wood charcoal 
land hydrous peroxide of iron, mix- 
fed in equal quantities.

| Mustard and warm water is per-

HOW SHOT IS MADE. 


Molten Lead Is Dropped From a 
High Point into a Water Tank. 


The manufacture of shot, describ- 
ed by Mr. O. C. Horn, in Forest 
and Stream, requires a high tower, 
a perforated pan, a tank of water, 
and “‘tempered”’ lead. : 

Shot is made-by dr molten 
lead from a /point to earth. 
The lead forms into glebules just as 
the raindrops do when they fall 
from the clouds. Ordinarily, we do 
not realize that raindrops are little 
spheres, but under the proper con- 
ditions they freeze, and we have 
hailstones, which may be called shot 
made of ice. 

In the making of shot, pure lead 
is melted and mixed with a ‘‘tem- 
per’ that consists mainly of tin, 
and then poured into a perforated 
pan orsieve. The perforations vary 
oe ‘td to the size of shot to be 


A temper is mixed with the lead 
in order to make the globules form 
when the lead falls. If pure lead 
were used, it would fall in the form 
of little bars, instead of round shot. 

In order that the globules may 
have plenty of time to form, the 
lead. anvat fall @ eng Guanes and 
so towers are built, The towers 
used to be made as high as two hun- 
dred feet and even more, but mod- 
ern towers are rarely over one hun- 
dred and fifty feet. 

The perforated pan into which the 
molten lead is poured is at the top 
of the tower, and the globules of 
lead fall through the perforations 
into tanks of water at the bottom of 
the tower, The water cools them, 
and also prevents them from flat- 
tening out, as they. weuld if they 
fell on a solid floor. 

From the water the shot go 
steam dryers. After drying hes an 
fect shot are separated from the i im- 
perfect by means of glass tables in- 
clined enough so that the shot, 
when poured on at one end of the 
table, will roll to the other end. At 
the farther end of the table are two 
gutters, side by side. The imperfect 
shot roll slowly and with difficulty, 
so that they have not enough mo- 
mentum to carry them beyond the 
first gutter.

The danger to children in the ues 
of fly poisons, lies in the fact that 
practically all cf them contain 
arsenic in a sufficient quantity to 
cause death or very serious ness, 
even when but a little of the pre- 
paration is swallowed by the child. 

Children are particularly attract- 
ed to fly poisons because of the fact 
that. it is customary to mix sugar 
with the poison in order to attract 
the flies. 

There were undoubtedly a great 
many cases of children being pol- 
soned in this way which did not 
come to public attention, especially 
because of the fact that the symp- 
toms of arsentra!l pciscning in chil- 
dren are almost ice sttical with the 
symptoms of cholera infantum. 
This deadly infantile disease _pre- 
vails during the fly seagon and the 
doctors state that it is practically 
impossible to” determine whether 
death was caused by cholera infan- 
tum or fly poison, unless the chil- 
dren are actually seen drinking or 
sucking the poison. , 

The authorities in South Africa 
have already taken steps to regu- 
late and ultimately ¢hminate. the 
sale of fly poisons, and it is hoped 
by the opponents of these prepara- 
tions to secure prohibitory .legis)a- 
tior in the various states at an 
early date.

diers are taught-at practically indi- 
vidually instead gf in numbers, a% 
in other parts Of their training. 
Each bayonet instructor, in fact, 
only trains four pupile at a time, so 
that he ean clearly see and point 
out the weakness of each man. 
When the ‘‘Tommy’’ begins to 
learn the various parties against an 
imaginary foe, dummy rifles with 
ordinary bayonete are used; but 
when he ‘‘takes on’’ his instructor 
a spring bayonet is fixed to his rifle. 
These bayonets have broad buttons 
on the end of them, and recoil at 
once when they hit. The instructor 
and his pupil are, of course, well 
protected with masks) padded jack- 
ets and gloves in case of accidents, 


Fights Padded Jacket.

A Mexican. Rancher Describes His 
Method of Training Them. 


Just before the Rio . Grande 
crosses the boundary line between 
{Colerado and New Mexico, it en- 
ters a box canon whose wali: 10 
some places are a thousand fest in 
height and. almost. perpendicular. 
For a number of miles, before it en- 
ters the canon, the river flows 
reste on a rough country that 1s 
worthless for farming purposes. 
The pasturage even is so soanty that 
it is suitable only for sheep and 
ts. The few settlers are all 
exicans. 

Wolves and coyotes haunt the 
hills and ravines along the river 
bank, and theerds must be watch- 
ed day and night. Near the en- 
trance to the canon lives a Mexican 
rancher who owns several large 
herds of goats.. He has found out. 
how to herd his flock without hired 
help. He sends the herd out on 
the range under the care of dogs, 
each of which has been raised 
among goats, and has, in fact, had 
a goat foster mother. This mat de- 
scribes his method of training his 
dog herders as follows: 

“My dogs are a cross between the 
sheplerd and Scotch collie. As 
sodn as the pups are born, I take 
thdye that I want to make into 
herders away from the mother dog 
and put them to nurse on a nanny 
goat, one puppy to a goat. The 
goat milk agrees with them perfect- 
ly. They are never permitted to 
run with other dogs, and know 10 
companions except goats, and by 
the time they are grown they have 
a thorofigh knowledge of their 
adopted relatives. You might al- 
most say that they were half goat.

The German artillery kept blazing 
away from dawn to dark, and it was 
impossible to get in or out of the 
first line trenches. This phase of 
fighting is far from our old concep- 
tions of fighting. We seldom see 
any Germans to shoot at except 
emall parties of snipers. 

“My teeth and gums are getting 
sore from eating the hard army bis- 
cuits, and most of the others are in 
the same way. We usually soak 
them in warm water’ or tea before 
we try to eat them. Writing paper 
and envelopes are very scarce at 
the front, for all the space on sup- 
ply trains is now being taken up 
with provisions, ammunition, fresh 
arms and other accoutrements.

LUMBER CUT DECREASED. 


Revival of Trade in the Cheaper 
Grades is Expecied. 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
Reviewing the lumber trade of the 
Ottawa Valley, John Aird, assistant 
general manager of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, says the cut is 
estimated at 375,000,000 feet. or 
100,000,000 feet less than for 1913, 
owing principally to low water con- 
ditions.
